N ext disturbance will reach the Pacific coast about 
20, cross west of Rockies by close of 21, great central valeys 22 to 24, 
eastern states 25. 
W arm wave will cross west of Rookies about 20, 
great central valleys 22, eastern slates 24. 
Cool wave will cross west 
of Rockies about 23, great central valleys 25, eastern states 27. 
T his disturbance will be one of the most severe of the month. 
It will come at the close of a long period of unsually high tem peratures 
and dry w eather and will be followed by cold wet w eather that will 
carry the frost line far southw ard. 
Precipitation will largely encrease 
over th at of the two preceding weeks. 
A t close of March 23 indications will seem to assure an early open­ 


ing of Spring crop weather, but a setback will come and the legendar>' 


ast of March winter that kills the old cow will blast the hopes of an 


early spring. 
Better not be in a hurry to plant seeds of tender vegetation nor to 


put house plants outdoors, for the cold snap follow ing this disturbance 
will throw a cold wet blanket over the calculations of the early garden- j 
er and farm er along the 38th parallel of latitude. 
About and immediately following March 17 a 
cool 
period 
will 
come in but it will not be severe, nor of long duration 
and 
will not 
bring much precipitation. 
T h e warm wave following will bring high 
tem peratures. 
T he disturbance described in this bulletin will be the equinoctial 
storm which orthodox scientists persistently m isunderstand 
and 
mis­ 
represent. 
These equinoctial disturbances come within a week before 
or after M arch 21, their dates being determ ined by other causes than 
the earth ’s equinox. 
W hen these other causes are absent the equi­ 
noctial storm s are m oderate. 
O rthodox scientists cannot get it through their non receptive cra­ 
niums th at all th e spheres of the Solar system have to do with our 
weather changes. 
T heir investigations of peanetary meteorology have 
been confined to Jupiter and our moon and therefore they have failed 
to find the key to the weather problem. 
Any investigation of this most difficult 
question m ust fail that 
does not consider the sun, moon, earth and seven other m ajor planets. 
It is’like a vault locked by many keys, all of which m ust be present 
before the vault can be unlocked.
